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ABSTRACT 

This report on the effectiveness of Shelby State 
Community College's (SSCC) Academic and Developmental Services (A/D) 
Program consists primarily of statistical tables that describe three 
cohorts of full- and part-time students; i.e., those currently 
enrolled students who entered the college in fall 1985, 1986, or 
1987. Data are presented on basic skills assessment and course 
placement, enrollment, retention, grade distributions, and student 
progress. In addition, the goals of the A/D program are outlined for 
1988-89. Highlighted information includes the following: (1) of the 
591 students who took the college's assessment test battery in fall 
1987, 538 students, representing 88% of the first-time freshmen 
entering SSCC that term, were placed in remedial and developmental 
studies courses; (2) 79% of the freshmen who enrolled in remedial 
and/or developmental courses in fall 1985 returned to SSCC in winter 
1986, 52% returned in spring 1986, 39% returned in fall 1986, and 17% 
returned in fall 1987; (3) retention rates were consistently higher 
for A/D students than non-A/D students; and (4) in fall 1987, 52.2% 
of the students enrolled in A/D reading courses received a grade of 
"A," while only 5% of the students enrolled in A/D writing courses 
and 9% of the students enrolled in A/D mathematics courses received 
an "A". (AJL)

INTRODUCTION 



Since the Fallr 1985^ the Academic and Developmental 
Services Program at Shelby State Community College began 
following State Board of Regents mandated guidelines. While the 
SBR guidelines for A and D Services closely paralleled the 
Developmental Services Program which had been in operation at 
SSCC since the 1970's, the SBR guidelines changed the process 
used to assess r place , and track students in the Academic and 
Developmental Services Program. Virtually, all freshmen entering 
Tennessee public colleges are now tested in Reading, Writing^ 
Computation and Elementary Algebra. 

This is the third report of the A/D Program prepared for the 
institution on the effectiveness of the Program at SSCC. Each of 
the previous reports, covered a three quarter cohort of students. 
In recognition of the fact that remediation (particularly for 
students who have more than one deficiency) may take longer than 
three quarters, the statistical tables which follow address three 
cohorts of full-time and part time students: those who enrolled 
in the Fall of 1985^ 1986 and 1987 respectively and are still 
enrolled. 

Evaluating any educational program is a difficult and 
complex process. The institution's goal of evaluating the 
remedial program in a consistent manner depends upon formulation 
of a common set of questions and definitions which yield useful 
data and' preserve institutional autonomy.

Each of these variables are described in more detail below, 
but it is crucial to understand that none of these indicators 
should be viewed in isolation as appropriate for an evaluation of 
an educational program, be it remedial or otherwise. The 
five variables can, however, be interpreted in context to provide 
a reasonable assessment of an institution's remedial efforts. 
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ASSESSMBNT AND PLACEMENT 



The Academic Assessment and Placement Program (AAPP) r 
developed by Educational Testing Service , was implemented to 
measure the student's ability to meet basic skills competencies 
as described in the College Board's Project Equality ^ This 
instrument was adopted by the State Board of ^Regents for 
Assessment at all SBR institutions in Tennessee. 

The AAPP consists of four (4) components which measures 
readiness for college-level courses in the following Basic 
Academic Skills: 

!• Writing. Students are given a twenty minute writing 

san5)le on an assigned topic which measures their ability 
to use standard written English and organize thoughts, 

2. Reading Comprehension . This test consists of 15 short 
Reading Passages designed to measure how well students 
understand what they read by testing their skills in 
understanding direct statements , and drawing inferences. 
They are given thirty (30) minutes to read all of the 
passages and answer forty-five (45) multiple-choice 
statements. 

3. Locfical Relationship^ . This test measures student's 
ability to identify relationships between words , 
sentences r and ideas. Students are given thirty (30) 
minutes to respond to fifty (50) multiple choice state- 
ments designed to test their skills in categorizing 
ideas r using appropriate connectives , making analogies, 
and recognising principles of organization. 

4. Mathematics . This section of the AAPP test contains 
three (3) separate Mathematics Skills Tests which 
measures students readiness for college-level math 
courses. All SSCC students must take the Arithmetic 
Skills portion of the AAPP test if they are required to 
be tested in Math. Additionally, students must deter- 
mine which Algebra test they will take based upon their 
successful completion of high school mathematics. 
Students are instructed to take the Elementary Algebra 
test if they have completed at least one year, but less 
than two years, of high school algebra. They are 
instructed to take the Intermediate Algebra test if they 
have completed two or more years of high school algebra. 

The Regents of the State University and Community College 
System mandates that all first-time (Regular Admission) freshmen 
students twenty (20) years of age and younger having an ACT 
composite score of 15 or less must be assessed by the AAPP. 
Shelby state Community College further requires that all 
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first-time freshmen students regardless of age or admission 
status must be assessed with the AAPP writing sample for 
placement in the Department of Languages and Literature. 
Students twenty-one (21) years of age and older who are applying 
for regular admission must taKe the AAEP test prior to the 
initial enrollment. 

One thousand four hundred sixty-three students were required 
to take the AAPP in the Fall of 1987. 591 of the 1,463 were 
assessed and five hundred and thirty eight (538) FTC students 
enrolled were placed in remedial and developmental studies 
courses. These students represent approximately 88% of the 
first-time freshmen entering Shelby State Community College the 
fall, 1987. 

Of this five hundred thirty (538), one hundred ninety-one 
(191) were white, three hundred sixty-two were black, six (6) 
were of other races. Four hundred and twenty-seven (427) were 
female and one hundred and seventy-eight (178) were male. One 
hundred seventy eight (178) were 21 years and older while four 
hundred thirty-eight (438) were 21 years and under. Winter 
quarter, 1988, 136 additional students were assessed and placed 
in remedial and developmental courses. 245 students took the 
AAPP, and 116 FTC students enrolled in R/D courses the Spring 
Quarter, 1988. Tables 1-lb present Assessment and Placement data 
by Location the Fall 87, Winter 88 and Spring 88, 
quarters. Tables 2-5c present Assessment and Placement Analysis 
by Type of. Student Spring 1987 through Spring 1988. 

ENROLLMENT 

During the Fall of 1985, 489 of the FTC Freshman entering 
Shelby State Community College enrolled in remedial and/or 
developmental level courses. The fall of 1986, 538 enrolled in 
A/D courses. Tables l-3.a present enrollment analysis by cohorts 
for the A/D and non A/D students. 

Tables 2-2b present Fall, Winter and Spring enrollment 
analysis for students in the A/D and non A/D program by age, sex, 
race, division and admissions category. 

Table 3 shows A/D student enrollment by location and courses 
the Spring 1987 quarter through the Spring of 1988. 

Tables 4-4d depict FTE distribution for A/D and non A/D 
students in each division during the summer 1987 through Spring . 
1988 quarters. Total credit hours generated by A/D students in 
summer 1987 through Spring 1988 were 2,156. 
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RBTBHTION 

Of the 489 first- time freshmen enrolled in remedial and/or 
developmental courses, 388 (79%) returned Winter, 1986. Of the 
73 first-time freshmen enrolled in non-A/D courses, 44 (60%) 
returned Winter of 1986. Table 1 shows the retention tracking 
for ,A/D and non-A/D students in subsequent quarters. Tables 2-2b 
presents Fall, Winter and Spring quarter completion and retention 
rates for students in the A/D and non-A/D program by full and 
part time status. 

GRADE DISTRIBUTION 

During the Fall quarter of 1987, 583 (52.2%) of the students 
enrolled in Academic and Developmental Reading courses received a 
grade of "A". The percentage of "A"s received in A/D Writing the 
Fall 87, was 4 (5%). A/D Math had 109 (9%) of the A/D students 
received A*s in completion of the A/D courses. 

Tables 2-21 show course grade analysis for fall 87 through spring 
88. Tables 1-la shows comparison of academic distribution of 
grades by areas fall 87 through winter 88. Tables 3-3c present 
an analysis of student grades (remedial and developmental the 
fall 1987 through spring 88). 

STUDENT PROGRESS 

Student progress can be measured in many ways which include 
GPA and grades earned in A/D courses. Table 1 reflects the 
number of student completers in the A/D program beginning Fall 
1985 through Spring of 1988. 

State Board of Regents guidelines mandate that students 
enrolled in remedial or developmental courses must earn a grade 
of "c" or higher to successfully complete the courses. When a 
student completes required developmental courses, the student 
receives a letter acknowledging this accomplishment. Since the 
fall of 1985, 587 A/D students has successfully completed all A/D 
requirements in the program, and 361 are currently enrolled. 

Tables 2-2b presents a breakdown of grade point averages and 
completion rates of all A/D studenus completing developmental 
studies and enrolled in college level courses beginning Fall 
1987 through Spring 1988. 

Of the 244 A/D completers, 169 (69%) were female, and 75 
(31%) were male. The females whose average age is 23.06 had a 
cumulative GPA o.f 2.76. The males whose average age is 22.04 had 
a cumulative GPA of 2.54. The average GPA of the total group 
(average age - 22.75) is 2.69. 

Of the 244 completers, 207 (85%) successfully completed 
English Comp. I with a GPA of 2.38. Of the 169 female completers 
148 (88%) completed Comp. I with an average GPA of 2.38. Of the 
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75 male coiroletersr 59 (79%) completed Comp. I with an average 
GPA of 2.44. 

Of the 244 completers , 122 (58%) students successfully 
completed College Algebra with an average GPA of 2.5. Of the 169 
female completers , 90 (53%) students successfully completed 
College Algebra with an average GPA of 2.45, and of the male 
completers r 32 (43%) students successfully completed College 
Algebra with an average GPA of 2.62. 

The retention rate of the completers from Fall 1987 to 
Spring 1988 was 88%. Eighty-six percent (86%) of the completers 
returned after Fall 1987, and ninety-one percent (91%) returned 
after Winter 1988. 

Table 6 snows the number of A/D completers in each major and 
the numbers of A/D completers enrolled in each college-level 
courses for Fall 1987, Winter 1988, and Spring 1988.

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CONCLUSIONS 



During the past three years of the administration of the 
Tennessee Academic and Assessment Placement Program, at Shelby 
State Community College, it has been concluded that progress 
has been made in virtually all areas of the program. Recent 
in-house and state evaluations described systematic-program 
improvements such as adding appropriate basic and develop- 
mental courses; organizing internal councils to monitor basic 
slcills programs; adding computer -assisted instruction; comput- 
erizing student tracking systems; and providing language and 
tutoring programs. 

The five outcome indicators studied in this xeport show 
that, in general, the A & D program at Shelby State Community 
College is successful. Students who complete remediation are 
retained in college at higher rates than students who did not 
need remediation. Students who complete remediation have 
satisfactory grade point averages in subsequent college-level 
courses. Further, many of the general findings from the out- 
come indicators suggest problems with sei.*vices for part-time 
remedial students. More follcw-up studies will be conducted 
to monitor the graduation rates of the A/D vs. non A/D 
students who entered the college the Fall 1985. 

While progress in all Level I courses has not been 
tracked, students completing the Developmental Studies Program 
report that the Developmental Studies Program has given them 
the sKills for success and prepared them for the required 
Level I courses.
